House should takojuttih action as would 
place the exact flKts before the public 
in tho moat intelligent manner nt tho 
earliest date. 

Mr. Semlin was glad to see Hon. Mr. 
Robson 80 willing for an investigation, 
but did not think that his amendment 
was necessary. There was no evidence 
yet before the House to show that a 
court of inquiry was necessary. 

Hon. Mr. Pooley remarked that sonio 
quostiona in regard to the Eduoation 
Department htttl boon brought promi- 
nently forward by the press of tho pro- 
vince recently, and tho House should 
see that the moat searching enquiry 
should bo provided for in justice to the 
government. Ho had only one sugges- 
tion to m.ike to increase tho valns of the 
ainciidiiient introduced, and that was 
tliat tho coiiiniittce hsve power to re^ 
port to tho Houso, . with "the evideuoc 
taken by them. 

Hon. Mr, Robson amended his motion 
to meet the suggestion thrown out by 
the hon. president of the council, and 
the amendment was accepted by the 
hon. inembor for Ytilo. 

Hon. Mr. Davie accused the opposi- 
tion of playing with this matter for a 
purpose. In their press and out they 
hiid been attempting to lead the public 
to believe that grievous evils existed in 
the management of school affairs. Then 
when the opportunity wus afforded 
them of having their charges enquired 
into, instead of courting a full and 
searching invoatigatiou at once they ask 
that certain correspondence only be 
b'ouglit down. This would cause a de- 
lay of three or four- weeks 
and leave the matter undis- 
posed of until the Houso was 
crowded with biisiiiess iiiid iiiiahje to 
give as careful attention to the uiatler 
as it was now on the opening of the 
aeasioii. It did not .'^iiil the opposition 
to have the light of day tlirowu on the 
iiiattei's which they alleged should be 
eiKpiircd into; they wanted only delay 
and agitulloi]. This was .mIiowii by .Mr. 
Sciiiliii's conduct since putting his mo- 
tion oil the notice paiier. He (Hon. .\li-. 
Davie) doubled if the matter would have 
been brought on at all if the hon. pre- 
iiiiei' had nul, by giving notice of a 
inotioii himself coiiiiiellcd action to be 
taken. The matter was allowpd to 
ilrag as long as it c<nild by the opposi- 
tion HO that (nitsidc agitation unjustly 
might have its elfect. 

Mr. fjadner and Mr. Grant denied 
that they, as membersof tho opposition, 
wished to see any delay in the institu- 
tion of an enquiry. 

The resolution of Ifon. .Mr. Robson 
was adopted without a division. 

Mr. Murlin moved, seconded by 
Mr. Croft: " That u respectful ad- 
dress be presented to His Honor the 
Lieut. -Uovernor, requesting him to 
cause to be sent down to this Home 
copies of all ordeis-iii couucil respecting 
the cancellation of toacbers' certificates 
during the year 1889." 

Hon. Mr. Beavon urged that the re- 
ports of the Superintendent of Educa- 
tion should ba laid before the House to 
enable the members to intelligently un- 
derstand the orders-in-conncil. 

Hon. Mr. ' Robson replied that the 
reports were attached to the ordera-in- 
eouncil and would be submitted there- 
with. The resolution was adopted. 

ri'UUC ACCOUNTS. 

Mr. Duck moved, seconded by Mr. 
Martin, "Thut a respectful address be 
presented to His Honor tho Lieutenant- 
Governor, asking that the Public Ac- 
counts Committee have power to call for 
copies of liny or all Orders in Council 
which relate to the collection or admin- 
istration of the revenue since the 30th 
Juno, 1887." Carried. 

GAME PBoraoTio.v. 

Mr. Orr moved, seconded by Col. 
Baker, "That an huinblo Address be 
presented to His Honor the Lieutenant- 
(iovernment, requesting him to urge on 
Dominion Government the necessity of 
prohibiting the purchase or exportation 
of the hides of deer killed within the 
limits of the Province of British Colum- 
bia for tho hides alone." 

Col. Baker, in speaking to the resolu- 
tion, of which he was the seconder, stat- 
ed tliat under tho law as at present con- 
stituted Indians were not restricted 
from killing deer by the thousand year- 
ly for their bides alone. They gained a 
livelihood in this way, it was true, but 
it WHS at the exiiense of the extinction 
of tlie d«cr. .Some act should be taken 
to stop Ibis wholesale massacre, and 
while the province could not stop the 
killing of deer by tlie Indians, the mar- 
ket for tho bides could be closed. 

Hon. Mr. Davie congratulated the 
hon. mover of the resolution on being 
the first among the members of the 
opposition this session to introduce a 
liiertsnre of public utility. It was a 
little strange, however, that among bis 
companions he did not tiiid a seconder, 
and so bad to come to the government 
side of tho House to obtain one. Con- 
tinuing, Hon. Mr. Davie cndorsod the 
taking of some steps in the direction 
aimed at in the resolution, aud referred 
to tlie wholesale slaughter of deer by 
bands of hunters on Vancouver Islainf. 
Unless soma action was taken the deer 
in liriliah Columbia, now ao plentiful, 
would bo exterminated ns thoroughly as 
the buffalo of the great Northwest. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon narrated a coni- 
pbiliit thai bad come to him in regard 
lo till' .ilaughter of deer in the interior. 
He udvisod a uligbt amendment to the 
wording of the resoliUiun, or better 
still, the reference of the mutter dealt 
with tu a select committee. 

Mr. Martin endorsed the necessity of 
taking soma step to prevent the indis- 
criminate slaughter of deer that was now 
going on. He thought, however, that 
means were taken to accomplish th« end 
aimed ut in the resolution in Mr. Lad- 
ner's bill now before the House. Ho had 
intended to bring in some such nieasnre 
hiniself, but on being informed by the 
hon. member for Westminster district 
that ho had a similar bill to introduce 
he had gladly waited for him to do it, 
it was 80 asldoni that a good and useful 
measure did originate with the opposi- 
tion. 

Mr. Ladner moved lo strike out tho 
words "for bides alone," as he consider- 
ed them suporfiuoua. 

Mr. Semlin thought that it was only 
necessary lo stop the exportatiou of ua- 
dressed skins. 

Mr. Crofl did not consider that it 
was necessary to go to the Doiiiiiiioii 
govermiiciit at all. The necessary legis- 
Fation could be acooiiipliahed by the pro- 
vincial House. 

Mr, lJuck oxpresHed himself as of a 
siniilar opinion, 

Hon. Mr. Pooley advised that the 
proparution of u resolutiou be left to u 
select committee. They might also do 
something to provor.t tho exportation of 
pheasants and grouse. 

Mr. Grant considorod thai it would 
be unfair to limit the o.'cportulion of tin- 
hides. It would be wise, however, to 
prohibit tho killing of deer for the hides 
alone. He could not endorse the wis- 
dom of stopping the exportation of deer- 
skins. 

Mr. Cunningham hoped to see the 
matter referred to a coinmittoo. 

Mr. Smith thought that tho desired 
result could be obtained by prohibiting 
tho exportation or sale of hides un- 
dressed. There could be no object in 
forbidding the tmlo of dressed doer- 
skiuH, ie , with the hair off. It had boon 
suggesled thut the killing of deov should 
ho limtled lo tho killing for food sup- 
ply. He coul'l nob accept thia Buggaa- 
tion aa practicable ; us no one could as- 
certain whether or not it was for meat 
that the door was kllle^d.

Our uonteraporary knows well enough 
that an impartial enquiry is the last 
thing that the false accusers want, 
They do not need to be told that such 
an enquiry cannot but result in i. e com- 
plete triuinph of tlie Minister of Educa- 
tion. None know better than they that 
he iias done bis duty effectively and im- 
partially, and that - the teaobcrs of this 
province have no warmer or more judi- 
cious friend than the Hon. John Kob- 
son. They feel that in trying to bring 
bini into disrepute the Opposition organ 
has been righting against facts, every 
one of which goes to prove that tlie Pre- 
mier is the very opposite in every re- 
respect of the picture which it has been 
painting. That picture is cot a like- 
ness; it ia not even a caricature: it does 
not bear any resemblance, even tho most 
remote, to the original. The clumsy 
mud-thrower.s do not Dnfisoas the faintest 
glimmering of the artistic faculty. 



fill tho land of the country, then it 
.vould bo porfootly I igbt that it should 
be done. I do not think that the land- 
lord would have ony right to object. 
Lfo would have a riKut to roceive fair 
ijomiieniiation for what belongs to hini, 
but ho would hove no rigiit to object. 
But 1 own to you I do not boo 
my way to tliat change. I am 
ometimes suspected — I hope un- 
justly — of being too ready to 
promote and recommend changes, but i 
do not see my way to that change be- 
cause I do not understand from oiiy 
explanation I have heretofore seen — in 
what way the State is to be made a good 
and oapal lie landlord. Undoubtedly it 
would ba tt very fa^orable change,! 
think, for tho farniera if the law of this 
country were lobothatall the cultivators 
ot the soil ahoukl also own the soil they 
cultivate, because that soil would not ho 
made a present to them. They would 
have to pay for it. The former ought to 
make aometliing like a trading protit out 
of his farming, but the owner of the 
-:oil in a country like this never 
ean make a trading profit. A trading 
protik ought to bo aoniething like 
I en i)er cent., and if the farmer 
iloes not always get it ho does soiiie- 
liines. But the owner cannot expect to 
get more than 3 per cent., and it would 
not bo a satisfying thing for the fanner 
(o ha/o ouc-tifth of his capital invested 
in farm stock and rolurninu him 10 |)er 
'.i-nt., and the other four-lifths invested 
in tho soil akid rctuvning him ."t per 
cent. Upon tho whole, I am inclined 
!o li(dieve that the best and most whole- 
■>(iuie system ia that which now prevails, 
the well-working of which depoiida upon 
the wisdom and the good conduct of the 
people concerned, wliere the soil is 
iwned by one sot of men and cultivated 
by another sot of men." 

It may be observed that Mr. Glad- 
itone, being an honest man, docs not 
even discuss the scheme propagated, 
unl not inventcil, by Henry (Jeorge, 
if taking the land from its own- 
;rs without giving thojn compensation. 
Fie evidently believes that the honest 
:non ho was talking to would not for a 
.noment favor any such system of whole- 
<ale roliliery. He does notlielievc if the 
ilate obtained tlio land fairly by pui-- 
;luise it would prove a good landlord. 
The system he evidently thinks the best 
ia the one which obtains in tho greater 
part of America, which is that the cul- 
tivator should own the soil he cultivates. 
L'hia ia a vory different thing from mak- 
ing the ({ovornment absolute owner of 
all tho land and requiring every iiian 
needing laud for any purpose whatever 
to rent it from the Government. 



MB. GLADSTONE ON LAND NA- 
TIONALIZATION. 

. A few weeks ago Mr. Gladstone at- 
tended the rent dinner of the'tenauts on 
the Hawarden estate. ■ He made a 
speech on that occasion wbit;h showed 
both the kindly nature of the great 
statesman and the aihnirable talent lie 
poBsuEses of suiting liid discourse tu the 
audience he addresses. His language 
was exceedingly simple and the subjects 
on which he spoke were those in which 
bis hearers felt the deepest interest. 
Tho tone of his remarks was neighborly. 
He was among his tenants simply a 
rural patriurcli. Ii is not burprising 
that both Mr. (Jladstone and bis wife 
are very highly esteemed by the tenants 
on the Hawarden estate. An incident 
related by a Mr. RobertSj who had been 
a tenant for thirty-four years, will give 
our readers an idea of the kind of laml 
lord Mr. Gladstone is and of the relu- 
tions that subsist between bini |uud his 
tenants. Wo will let Mr. Roberts speak 
for himself. 

"From boili Mr. and Mrs. Glad- 
stone," the old yeoman said, " he had 
received nothing bi;t .'oui lesy and kind- 
ness, and once when he was supposed to 
have one foot in the grave and to have 
almost gone from this world, Mrs. 
Gladstone, alt bough lier husband was in 
the thick of the .\lid-Lothian contest, 
wrote a kind letter to his wife every 
morning. On the duy Mr. Gladstone 
was elected he himself had a turn foi 
the better. [Jyiuighter. J That night 
Mr. and Mrs. (ihulstono travelled home 
from Edinbiu-gh, and between 7 and S 
o'clock the following morning they wen- 
both at his bedsulo. [Cheer.s.l Both 
lived moral anjl godly lives, both seized 
every opportunity of doing gooil and 
giving help to their neii);hbors, and both 
were loved by all who knew tliom." 

Mr. (iladstonc talked to hia tcnantfi 
about tho hard limes they had gone 
through, and tho dilheultios they hail 
encountered. Ho complimented them 
on the crops they raised, and he 
spoke of the usefulness of the far- 
mers' occupation. One of the topics 
he touched upon was tlui nation- 
alization of land. As many of our 
readers will like to see what Mr. Glad- 
stone said on thai subject wo will re- 
produce the passage from tho report ol 
the speech contained in the London 
Times of tho 17th ult.: 

" Wo liear," said Mr. Gladatone, "of 
changes. You must not he too much 
frsghtcned at ft long w )ril, but there is 
a rcoommondatinu made by some foi 
what is called Mationalization of hand.

If it is for the beiielit ot the 
people, for the benefit of the agriciil 
tutul ohiss—bu't not of that class only, 
but of the whole ooramunity— that the

It would 
certainly bo beat for Congress and for 
the country if thuae election cases were 
taken out of the House of Represouta- 
I ives to be tried by judges, who' would 
decide eacli case strictly on its merits. 

I'lie Americans would do well to adopt 
our mode of deciding election cases, as 

well as our ballqt. , - 



ULEOTJOlf TRIALS IN THE 
STATES. 

Ill many respects the Inws and the 
l^iarliamentary praelicea of the Dominion 
are greatly superior to those of the 
United States. In Canada it was foiind 
out long ago that Parlianienl was not 
the proper tribunal by which election 
cases should lie tried. In that body 
party spirit is too strong to permit of 
the members coming to impartial de- 
cisions as to whether an election was Ic- 
!<ally conducted or not, or'^whether the 
candidate who had been returned was 
fairly entitled to the seat. Tlie evidence 
,va3 often contradictory and the cpies- 
tious of law involved coiiiplic.ited. 
.Members of Parliament, however in- 
telligent they might be, and however 
desirous to do right, could not 
always be depended upon to sift the 
L'videncn carefully and skilfully, and 
very few of them are competent to'aolve 
Knotty legal problems. Part)' bias, us 
everyone knows, is not favorable to im- 
partiality.- Some members could not 
try an election case fairly, and too many 
would not if they could. So it was de- 
cided to take tho temptation of acting 
unfairly and judging unjustly in ulec- 
tion cases out of the way of members ol 
Parliament and to relegate the trial of 
election cases to the Courts of Law. The 
judges of the laud, it was vory properly 
concluded, were better fitted in every 
way to try election cases than Parlia- 
mentary committees. So the I'lulia- 
uient of Canada, by ii Sblf-deiiyiiig oriii- 
iiance, enacted that all cases of con- 
tested elections should be tried in a 
properly constituted court presided 
over .by a judge learned in the law. The 
result has' proved the wisdom and the 
justice of this change. Election trials 
arc now in Canada, in tlie proper sense 
of the term, judicial proceedinga, and it 
ii very seldom, indeed, even suspected 
that party spirit bus in the slightest de- 
gree influenced the decision of the 
judge. If either of the parties to uii 
election suit feels himself aggrieved he 
has the privilege of appeal, and ho can, 
if he sees lit, carry liiy case to the high- 
est judicial triljuiKil in ihe land. In 
this country an eminent Conservative 
lawyer is often seen conducting the case 
i)f a Liberal politician, and Conserva- 
tive.'! have not unfrcqueiitly chosen 
inleiil Liberals as their lea<ling counsel. 

But ill the United .States election 
cases aio still liieil in ( 'cjiigiess. When 
Congress met a short time ago there 
were as many as seventuen cases to be 
tried in the House of Rcprescntativca. 
riie members of that body would oe 
iiioro than mortal if they couhl be de- 
peiided upon to try tliosi! cases im- 
partially. But ev< lyom; knii-.vs tli.-it 
there ia a very great deal of lininan na- 
ture, and that, too, not by any means of 
the finest and purest kind, in the United 
States House of Represunt.itivea. Its 
members arc cDiiBoqucntly acting pretty 
much aa they niiglit be expected l« act. 
I'artiea are nearly evenly divided in 
that House and the minority !ma pur- 
sued an obstructive course. They" are 
doing thoir beat to prevent business 
iicing done. Thia their numbers give 
t belli n.iiny facilities for doing. 
If, as wo have seen, their contention as 
to what constitutes a i|Uoi uin bad been 
accepted by the Speaker, the whole- 
business of the House would have been 
at tho mercy of tho minority. Nothing 
could Imvo been done with respect to 
the election trials or anything elae with- 
out their connent, for if three of the 
majority from any eaiiae, no matter 
what, were absent, there would not bo a 
quorum, and without a quorum consist- 
ing wholly of Republican members no 
businesa could ho done. But Spe.iknr 
Reid'a decision deprived the Democrats 
of thai moans of obat riiclion. But tlioy 
willeontimie to "tillibustor" until these 
election trials are over, for they know 
that the majority will decide the most, 
if not the whole of the cases, in thoir 
own favor. One case lias .dri'iuiy 
been decided, and tho Deiiiucraifi 
louiUy protest that they have been 
treated with injustioo. This was to 
have been oxpocted. The case, by tho 
way, shows how important It ii to wr\te 
o;irefully and legibly. The (lovaruor of 
West Virginia had certified that ^Mr.

IMPARTIAL ORITIOISM. 

Among the men who moat strongly 
contest the right of the United Statectb 
exclusive jurisdiction over Behring'sSea 
are many highly intelligent United 
States citizens. These men do not hoai- 
tatc to declare that Itohring's Sea never 
was a closed sea and that it is absurd 
for any one to contend that it belongs 
to any nation. The Inst American who 
has publicly exposed the grouiidlesaneas 
of the American claim ia Mr. Cliarlos 
E. lOlliott. A paper written by thia 
L;entlomau appears in thef ebruary iium 
ber of the Atlantic Monthly. His rea 
soiling is conclusive. He shows thai the 
claim of Russia to the sovereign 
ly of that sea was never acknowledged 
by either the United .States or Great 
Britain, and he dwells upon tho folly of 
maintaining that Russia, could convey 
to the United States a right which she, 
according to United States authoritiea, 
never possessed. He says : " Russia's 
illegal claim added to our legal rights 
does not strengthen the latter." And 
again: " Clearly >vo have no extraor- 
dinary jurisdictional rights in Behring's 
Sea inherited from Russia which .Great 
Piritain is estopped by acquiesccnca 
from denying." Ho adds: "The 
United .States cannot afford to advocate 
or support a violation of a well-eatah- 
lislied rule of international law for the 
sake of a temporary selfish adrautage." 

I'lie only excuse which he offers 
for the course which the United States 
has pursued with regard to that sea is 
ihe iiecesiity of preservinjf the seals 
from deBtruction. But he evidently 
sees that this is no justification, and he 
looks to some kind of an 'international 
agreement to accomplish this end. Such 
an agreement ho regards as likely to be 
made, for he Bays: "Great Britain and 
Russia, practically the only nations in- 
terested, have expressed a willingness to 
join with the United States in any 
reasonable plan having that object in 
view." It does look just now as if some 
such arrangement will soon be made. 
It is to be hoped that in making the ar- 
rangement the British negotiators will 
not permit thsmselves to be euchred by 
the Americana and agree to terms which 
will practically exclude British subjects 
from the sea altogetbar. This they will 
do if they can.
